“For whosoever would save his life shall lose it, and 
whosoever shall lose his life for my sake shall find it.”— 


Matt. 16:26. 


That is a Scriptural paradox. 
Whosoever shall save his life shall 
lose ft. That is, the selfish man 
will not be able to save himself. 
The most miserable, unhappy life 
is the selfish life. “Whosoever 
Shall lose his life for my sake shall 
find it.” The unselfish life is the 
happiest life. Jesus Christ came 
into the world to establish the 
doctrine of unselfishness. And 
if you will lose your life for 
Christ’s sake you will find it in 
the greatest possible fashion, 

I talked not long ago to a great 
cotton man. He had made a 
fortune. He is a very fine Chris- 
tion gentleman. He was the first 
man who, as I lead the Seventy- 
five Million Campaign for Baptists 
in the South, telegraphed me that 
he would give $100,000 to~ the 
Campaign. He said, “Not long ago 
I had to have an operation. The 
doctors said it was a serious one. 


|I went to the hospital and they 
‘prepared me for the operation! 


My pastor came and held my hand 
while they applied the anesthetic. 
As I lay there on the operating 
table, I thought of some things 
and forgot many other things. I 
did not know whether I would 
come off that table alive or not; 
but the things I thought of and 
the things that seemed best to me 
then were the things that I had 
done for others. I forgot the bank 
I had built; I forgot the corpora- 
tion I had formed and successfully 
operated, the money I had in- 
vested in this and that and the 
other thing; but, at that trying 
hour, that testing hour I thought 
of the money I had spent in edu- 
cating poor boys and girls, the 
money I had put into churches 
and schools and hospitals and or- 
phanages and for missions. I for- 
got the money I had spent for 
my family and my pleasure and 
my luxuries. Then in that hour I 
blessed God that I had laid up 
some treasures ‘where moth and 
rust doth not corrupt, nor thieves 
break through and steal.’ ”’ 

My friends, if you want to save 
your life, save it in the service of 
God, “For what shall a man be 
profited if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul, or 
what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?” 


I want to speak to you tonight 
about the value of the soul. I 
know there are many forms of

investments. I know there is a 
form of investment in money that 


brings a large return and pays a 
good dividend. I know that there 
is an investment in the mental 


life that brings a good return’ on. 


that investment. I was thinking 
the other day of that old bachelor 
uncle of David Lloyd George, who 
by his simple preaching of the 
Gospel and his trade as a cobbler— 
a shoemaker—saved up a little 
money; and when Mrs. George’s 
husband, the father of David Lloyd 
George, died, this bachelor uncle 
of this boy, brother of the father 
of David Lloyd George, sent for 
the widow and children and took 
care of them, and put David Lloyd 
George through the public schools 
and then took the money that he 
had saved and invested it in the 
education of this young man. That 
man is still living. He said the 
other day that the best investment 
he ever made was the investment 
he made in the brain and educa-’ 
tion of his nephew. And today 
that man is probably the greatest 
man on earth, a great democrat,

a consistent member of the 
simplest and yet one of the strict- 
est and freest Baptist churches in 
the city of London.

ment to enable him to win souls, 

It is a matter of real joy to me 
that several Pentecostal groups, 
including the largest one, the 
Assembiies of God, cooperate with 
the Nalional Association of Evan- 
gelicals. In union revival] cam- 
paigns I have found that Assem- 


blies of God usually are glad to 
participate, they are modest and 
sincere in their cooperation and do 
not seek to dominate the situa- 
tion more than others. They are 
happy to hear plain Bible preach- 
ing against sin, clear teaching on 
consecration and separation and 
prayer. They are glad to join in 
prayer. They have a genuine con- 
tribution to make to any fellow- 
ship of Christians. 


On the part of. Pentecostal 
groups there is also a duty if 
they are to have pleasant and 
genuine Christian fellowship with 
other dcvoted Christians. Some 
Pentecostal groups have a ten- 
dency to set themsélves up as 
better than other devoted Chris- 
tians. Some are very frank to 
gay that no matter how many 
gouls ons wins, how holy and 
blameless his life, how powerful 
his testimony for Jesus Christ, 
that he is not filled with the 
Spirit unless he talks in tongues 
after the fashion of their own 
denomination. When one sets out 
to say that all the great soul win- 
ners were not good Christians, 
not filled with God’s Spirit, he 
naturally causes offense. 
Bome Christian who, simply be- 
cause he talks in tongues but 
never won a single soul to Christ, 
thinks he has something. better 
than D. L. Moody ever had, or 
R. A. Torrey, or J. Wilbur Chap- 
man, or Charles G. Finney, be- 
cause they did not talk in tongues! 
My Pentecostal friends will for- 
give us if we say frankly that 


this appears to be a sinful pride: 


Many; many times we have been 
accosted by people who did not 
know a fraction as much Scrip- 
ture as we know, who did not 
weep over sinners as we do, who 
do not have the fruit in soul- 
winning results, God, in mercy, 
hag given us, who have not suf- 
fered for the Lord Jesus as we 
have, tell us that they were filled 
with the Spirit and we were not, 
that they were better Christians 
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Here is 


than we were. because they spoke 
m tongyies and we did not! Such 
“holie r-than-thou” attitude, of 
course, disrupts weacbaestaget fellow- 
ship. 

Here is a difficult problem for 
those who honestly believe that 
speakmg in tongues is the Bible 
evidence of the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit. They must face it. 
But as they face it they must re- 
anember that God expects good 
Christians to prove their spiritual 
inaturity by loving other Chris- 
tians and having fellowship with 
other Christians, To be filled 


“with the Holy Spirit is tremen- 


Jously important. But to boast 
about it is not important, cer- 
tainly. And if one believes that 
he is filled with, the Holy Spirit 
but never wins as many souls as 


esty should prevent him. from 
making an issue of his alleged 
superiority. There cannot be the 
happy fellowship anqg coopera- 


movemert and other fundamental 
Christians that there ought to be 
wnless each group is prepared, to 
give honor to those who are holy 
in Jife and fervent in spirit, serv- 
ing the Lord and fruitful, with 
the power of God upon them. It 
is not too much to ask of any 
Christian that he should remem- 
ber the Scriptural command, “In 
honour preferring one another” 
(Rom. 12:10). And another com- 
mand is, “Let each esteem other 
petter than themselves” (Phil. 
2:3). No one proves that he is 
filled with the Holy Spirit by 
boasting about how much better 
he is than someone else who loves 
the Lorg as much, labours as 
nard, suffers as much, lives as 
sacrificially and wins as many 
souls as himself. 


I say that there are genuine 
problems for each side to face in 
close Christian fellowship between 


tongues as the Bible evidence of 
the fullness of the Spirit and 
other Christians. And yet that 
fellowship .is clearly commanded 
and taught in the Word of God. 


The psalmist says in Psalm 
119:63, “I am a companion of all 
them that fear thee, and of them 
that keep thy precepts.” And if 
we are to have the wonderful 
power of God come upon His peo- 
ple to bring great revivals, such 
as we need, then we must come 
back to the same kind of brotherly 
love and fellowship which pre- 
vailed before Pentecost (Acts 
1:14), at Pentecost (Acts 2:1), 
and after Pentecost (Acts 2:46; 
Acts 4:24). They were “of one 
accord” as they prayed before 
Pentecost. They were “all with 
one accord in one place” when 
the power of God came mightily 
upon them at Pentecost. They 
continued daily “with one accord 
in the temple, and breaking bread 
from house to house, did eat their 
meat with gladness and singleness 
of heart.” They were even united 
when they prayed—‘they lifted 
up their voice to God with one 
accord.” So fellowship of all God’s 
people who believe His Word, who 
are saved by His blood, who are 
concerned about carrying out His 
Great Commission, who long to 
be filled with His power, is of 
desperate importance. Those who

Fellow Christian, fellow Ameri- 
can, do you think that Joseph 
Stalin should be. held up to the 
youth in the. Christian churches 
*n the Uniteg States as an exam- 
ple of how to serve God sincerely 
and courageously? I don’t. 

This biography of Stalin reads 
like a biography of Thomas Jef- 
ferson. Let me turn back and 
read you more of these stories 
which are told about him. “Stalin 
was, fearless in helping the work- 
ers. One day in Batum he led a 


demonstration demanding the re-- 


lease of those arrested unjustly 
by the Tsar’s officers. The police 
retaliated by arresting three hun- 
jired of the demonstrators. The 
next day Stalin marched at the 
head of a still larger demonstra- 
tion. The police fired on the 


crowd. Stalin escaped, but with- . 
‘jin a month was found, arrested, 
| and sentenced to three years. But. 
He was - 
ingenious and. 
daring means of escape. so. that . 


he refused to stay put. 
able to contrive 


he could continue his work in 

freeing the oppressed. During 

his life he was. arrested _ seven

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cames and escaped six. The last 
time he was released was by the 
Revolution.” Could it be that 
the revolution is presented as per- 
haps a“good thing, freeing Stalin, 
and should his heroic leadership 
for the revolution be held up to 
these young people as an ex- 
ample? 

At the conclusion of an address 
in Cleveland where I reag from 


this Classmate, there came to the. 


front of the church a stalwart, 


gray-haired gentleman. Tears 
were rolling down his cheeks, and 
his hands were trembling. He 
said, “Mr. McIntire, I cannot de- 
ny what you say; there it is in 
black and white. But I did not 
know it. I am chdirman of the 
Board of Stewards in such-and- 
such Methodist Church here in 
Cleveland. We have to do some- 
thing about it.” Then he ‘gripped 
my hand firmly and said; “Young 
man, keep up the fight. I wish 
you cou.d get on the largest radio 
network in America and read 
those words to the Christian peo- 
ple of this land.” I said to him, 
‘Sir, I would be glad to do it if 
you will pay for the time.” 


Instead of presenting articles 
like this to the young people, they 
ought to tell them about the 
tyrannies of the collectivistic so- 
cial order. You know, it ia in 
the mame of so-called economic 
brotherhood that we are being 
asked tv give up our liberties. We 
have such false contrasts. In 
the name of liberty, we are going 
to lose Jiberty; in the name of 
civil rights, we are going to lose 
our civil rights; ang it is in the 
name of a free Society as con- 
trasted with the police — state, 
these Federal Cduncil leaders now 


tell us, that we are going to be/ 


asked to give up our free econo- 
my.’ But’ that is the heart of our 
tree society.” When a _ socialist 
talks of a free society, he means 
one which will be controlled by 
their planners. Why, oh, why 
are we to blind? Why, oh, why 
are we so indifferent? Liberty, 
life, the Gospel-are at stake.. 


The terms of the Christian faith 
Such as “the kingdom of God” and 
“the new. man,” are still. to be 
used in this drive. to. socialize 
America.

This same Methodist Church

The boldest and the most subtle 
attacks upon our free economy 
and free society are being carried 
on even inthe lower age groups 
of the Sunday schools of these 
denominational bodies of the 
Federal Council. I speak of the 
Congregational Christian Church, 
The Methodist Church, the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U.S.A., the 
Northern Baptist Convention, the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, the 
Southern Presbyterian Church. 
. _ And I am sorry to.say that even 

into the Southern Baptist Church 
these same influences are begin- 
ning to be felt. Dr. Louie D. New- 
ton, president of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, went to 
Europe and visited Stalin recently, 
and came back with a favorable 
report; Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam 
wrote an introduction to his re- 
port, and the Communist Party 
of Illinois circulated the pamphlet 
with Bishop Oxnam’s introduction 
in the name of the Communist 
Party of Illinois to the preachers 
of that state to promote the com- 
munist cause. _ 

Why is all this coming upon us 
like a flood? Because we have

We can laugh when such an

ews commentator say the other day that it

mentator was Garbriel Heatter and I heard him on my car 


radio. 


Although I have heard him on the radio at various 


and sundry times, I did not dream he could be so asinine. 


The reasons he propounded for 
prohibiting the punishment of 
children were both stupid and vic- 
jous. He said many children were 
backward and suffered from an 
inferiority complex because’ of 
parental chastening. He said that 
punishment tended to make chil- 
dren sutien and vengeful and that 
doubtless many children grew up 
to beconie criminais because par- 
ents—wh:» were little better than 
cowardly , bullies—had spanked 
them for wrongdoing during their 
childhood. Moreover, I got the 
impression he felt a spanking 
never did do any good; never 


served any constructive purpose. 


Since this man has_ gained 
some preminence in’ the radio 
world it hardly seems possible he 
coulq have been so wrong on this 
vital matter. And it seems a 
tragedy that he should be allow- 
ed to spout his ignorance over a 
national radio. hookup. 

* In the first place, his teaching 
is in direct contradiction to the 
plain teaching of the Bible. Time 
and time again the Word of God 
clearly teaches that’ children 
should be physically punished for 


. wrongdoing. And the Bible also 


plainly teaches that such punish- 
ment will have the desired effect; 
that is, will make the — mor- 
ally better. 

‘Furthermore, dubiheinte will 
usually help a child acknowledge 
to himself that he is. a sinner, 
that the punishment is justified, 
and make him seek forgiveness 
rather than making him feel he is 
abused and ought to “get even.” 

And certainly many, many men 
and women can testify today that 
their father’s goog right arm and 
a razor strap turned them from 
paths of wickedness that would 
have led to a life of crime. 

Then, too, it is a mistake to 
feel. that disciplined children are 
unhappy. The exact opposite is 
true. A spoiled child is never 
happy but always verre atten- 


¢ 


tion ana toys that are neither 
necessary Or proper. The better 
tehaved u child is, the more iuxe- 
iv he is to be content ‘with his 
nome and playthings and to cher- 
ish ang honor his father and 
nother. 

I am the father of four lovely 
children, two boys and two girls. 
They range in age from four to 
cleven. Both Mrs. Rice and I 
dedicated them te God before 
their birth and promised the Lord 
we would try to raise them for 
Him, We have taken time to love 
nur kiddies, play with them, pray 
with them, and, when needed, 
spank them. I believe anyone 
who has ever visited in my home, 
and the thousands of people who 
have met my family in revival 
campaizns, will agree with me 
that you have never heard of 
better behaved or happier chil- 
dren in your life. And every one 
of them, without any pressure on 
our part, has received the Lord 
Jesus as their Saviour.

Can we have a government “of 
the people, by the people, for the 
people” while we license 446,528 
liquor-selling places? 


Rev. G. W. Rideout, Prohibition 
candidate for U. S. Senator from 
New Jersey, made the following 
statement: “America has. been 
quite proud. of the Mayflower 
2nq the Pilgrims and Puritans. 
Good blood was in that stock. But 
Americans have been getting away 
from the teachings, principles, and 
Bible of their forefathers and at 
the present time ‘the mountain 
stream ends in mud’; the land 
seems to -be handed over to the 
world, the flesh, and the devil. 
The liquor people tell us about 
the money that comes to the 
United States Government through 
liquor taxes, This is one of the 


‘great delusions. Samuel Johnson 


uttered a strong truth in the fol- 
lowing: “To support government 
by propagating vice is to support 
it by means which destroy the end 
for which it was originally estab- 
lished, and for which its con- 
tinuance is to be desired. If the 
expenses of the government can- 
not be defrayed but by corrupting 
the morals of the people, I shall, 
without scruples, declare that 
money ought not be raised nor the 
designs of the government sup- 
ported.’ ” 

In New Jersey there are 11,403 
barrooms and drinking places open 
Seven days a week; 2,698 public 

are open five days a week; 
3,716 churches are open one or 
more days a week. Ratio would be 
79,821 for drink, 13,490 for educa- 
tion; 3,716 for religion! 

0. B. Grimley, writing in the 
June, 1948, issue of “Sons of Nor- 
way,” says: “Liquor is flowing 
freely in Norway while food items 
are extremely scarce. Potato flour 
‘is simply not to be had but our 
liquor distilleries have received 
large quantities of potatoes for 


the manufacture of Norwegian al- 
cohol.” 

Beverage alcoho] is a_ direct 
cause of several serious mental 
diseases. From a study of over 56,- 
(00 patients in Massachusetts, Dr. 
Neil Dayton of Boston reported 
that chronic alcoholism was a 
prominent cause of one-fifth of 
all admissions to mental hospitals 
in that state. 

In a two-week survey of night 
clubs throughout the Ohio Valley, 
including the states of both West 
Virginia and Ohio, it was noted 
that both boys and girls below the 
ages of 18 were being served not 
only beer but mixed drinks as 
well. In most instances the young 
night-clubbers are not in the com- 


pany of responsible adults but 


wend their way from one drinking 
establishment to another, until 
the smail hours of the morning. 
Several recent court cases in Bel- 
mont County Court records will 
bear out this situation and in each 
instance the establishment was 
given a fine. 

Beer is flooding the London 
market, an official of the Brewers’ 
Society has said. Demand is 
down and public keepers are re- 
fusing to take quotas. The brew- 
ing officia] said the only remedy 
is to obtain larger supplies of 
barley and sugar to brew beer 
with more kick. - :

The Soul’s Salvation Up to 
the Individual 

Jesus here intimates that the 
Saving of the soul is up to the in- 
dividual. It is. What shall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and in the gaining of it 
lose his own soul? What shall he 
give in exchange for his soul? 
The saving of the soul is up to 
the individual. I bless God that I 
believe in, though I do not under- 
stand it, the old doctrine of pre-. 
destfnation. I believe in it; I ac- 
cept it, though I do not under- 
stand it. I believe in God’s pre- 
electing love and power. And I 


tell you, my friends, I believe that 


there is nothing in that doctrine 
that keeps a single lost soul in this 
world from coming to Jesus Christ 
now. You may talk about :God’s 
power to save; and yet it is clear- 
ly laid down in the Word of God 
that a man must repent and be- 
lieve for himself; and He has said 
that He will in no wise cast out 
anybody who comes to Him; and 
He said, “Whosoever will may 
come.” Tonight God says that 
it is up to you to be saved,

Going to a Place Where They 
~ Cannot Enjoy Their Gain 
There is another thing that this 
Scripture here suggests—that men 
spending their all to gain the 
world and losing their souls, are 
going to a place where they can- 
not enjoy their gain. My friends, 
you are not going to take anything 
out with you when you go. There 


- are no pockets in the shroud, no 


safes in the coffin; there is no 
place for you to hold on to your 
gold. 

I was on Wall Street in the city 
of New York some years ago. I 
noticed a crowd congesting down 
that little street. As I stood there 
at the end of Wall Street where 


it runs into Broadway, I saw fifty 
or a hundred policemen driving 
the crowds back at the end of 
their clubs. In a little while it 
came out that the president of one 
of those banks had been shot 
down in cold-blooded murder. In 
a little while an extra came out 
and said Banker So an So was 
assassinated. They said he was 
there in his office and was, in cold 
blood, shot down. They said 
nothing was gone. The silver was 
there, the paper money was there. 
There was nothing gone except

the soul of the banker. He went 
out and took no gold with him, 


no silver, no bonds. Just his 
naked soul went out to meet God, 
That is the way it is going to be 
with your soul. I do not care how 
much royalty you have, nor how 
much bank stock you _ possess; 
you are going -to a place, my 
friend, where you won't take any- 
thing with you, nothing but your 
soul. Oh, tonight that you may 
know that you are spending your 
life for the gaining of things, and 
you are going to a place where 
you cannot enjoy your gain. What 
are you going to do about it? 
Some sad day you and I will meet 
at the judgment bar of God. 

Oh, how my heart went ' out 


this afternoon as I talked to those 


prisoners. Everyone of them but 


one said, “I have somebody who 


loves me.” One of them said, “T 
have riot ‘ey friend on earth. My 
mother died before I can remem- 
ber, I have nobody whom I know 
to love me.” It is going to be like 
that at the judgment bar of God 
when you and I come, If you are 
without Christ you will have no 
friends there, nobody, that can help 
you. You had better see that your 
soul is saved now and get in with 
Jesus Christ and have the Father’s 
friendship and the Spirit’s power 
on your side at the judgment. 

I am not talking about taking 
care of your body, or your mind; 
but I am talking about your spirit, 
that that shall never die—your 
soul.
